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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as being 
drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant 
timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 04/21/04. 

Applicant's election with traverse of the election of sepcies in the reply filed on 04/21/04 
is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that there is no burden on the examiner. This 
is not found persuasive because it would require a further search. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 53 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The claim requires that the agent be immobilized on a solid support. While the specification 
discloses some of the claimed agents immobilized, it does not disclose aminoguanidine on a 
solid support. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 46, 49-51 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Cerami et al. (USPN 4,758,583)("Cerami") in view of applicants' admissions. 

Cerami teaches the addition of aminoguanidine to foods to inhibit the spoilage due to 
Maillard reactions. (Abstract, col. 1, lines 50-65, col. 3, lines 4-57). Cerami does not teach that 
the food is a malt beverage as claimed. Applicants admit that spoilage of beer due to Maillard 
reactions is notoriously well known. (Page 8-9). It would have been obvious to those of 
ordinary skill in the art to add aminoguanidine to beer in order to inhibit the Maillard reactions 
because Cerami teaches its use to inhibit said reaction in food.
